Itinerary I have noted, that Robert Vere was 
Warden of the College of Shottesbrooke after Dr.

In tracing the Etymology of the Names of Places, 
it is oftentimes neceſſary to have a view of the Pla- 
ces themſelves. Of this we have a notable Inſtance 
in Silchefter in Hampſhire. When I writ this Let- 
ter, I ſtruck in with thoſe, who think, that the firſt 
Syllable is the ſame with the Saxon Sel, which ſni- 
fies great, unleſs we will rather ſuppoſe it to be the 
ſame with the Saxon Sele, i. e. a Hall or Palace.

Etymology of Sackborough Caſtle (by which Name 


they call certain ſtrange Works, or an old Camp) on 
the South-Eaſt fide of Wantage in Berks, about two 
Miles from it. It is in a manner round; tho 1 can- 
not call it a perfeft round. I take it, however, to 
be Daniſh. Within the Bank that lies on the Inſide 
of this Camp, or, as they vulgarly call it, Caſts 
they dig vaſt red Stones, being a red Flint, ſome of 
which a Cart will hardly draw. They have dug up a 
great many Loads of them, and with many of them 
they build. They are placed in the Banks of the Dike 
or Trench in form of a Wall. I have neither ſeen 
nor heard of the like ſort of Work, in any other Camp. 
When I firſt walk d in thoſe Parts, I inquired, where 
it war they could either dig or meet with ſuch Stones? 
It was anſwer.d, that the ike occurr d upon Lam- 
bourn Downs. "Upon which I concluded, and af- 
terward found, that they grow upon thoſe Downs.

a Roman Fort, as he gather d from the Coins 
frequently found by the Husbandmen. , I have 
been ſhow'd divers of theſe Coins, and I was 


once of opinion, that 'twas built about the time 


of Conſtantius the Younger ; but I have ſince 
chang that Opinion, and I now believe twas 
founded a great many Years before. I have, 
amongſt other Coins, ſeen one dug up here of

ruption of the Saxon word Fic-rcop, i. e 2 
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out the Roman Garriſons, ſeveral of which're- 
main as yet untouch d by our Antiquaries. 
The moſt conſiderable Coin, that I have ſen 
dug up in Weycock, is a Silver one of Amyntas, 
Grand- father to Alexander the Great, which 1 
mention the rather, becauſe I do not. remem- 
ber to have ſeen it in any Author that I have 
conſulted, "Tis true, De Wild: has 4 of them, 
but then they are all Braſs, and of leſs value 
than this I am mentioning, which is now, with 
ſeveral others, in the poſſeſſion of Mr. FRAN- 
CIS CHE RAY aboveſaid, a Gentleman of 
ſingular Piety, Modeſty and Learning. About 
3 Years fince I had a true Draught of it ſent 
me by an ingenious Young Gentleman, (very 
nearly related to him) vi. Mr. THOMAS 
CHE R RY, A. M. of Edmund-hall, who is ſince 
deceaſed. It has the Head of Amyntas cover d 
with a Lion's Skin, (according to the cuſtom 
of the Ancient Heroes) and on the Reverſe 
AMTNTA, with an Eagle treading on a 
Serpent, denoting, perhaps, the Conqueſt of 
Theſſaly by Amyntas, in which Country, as di- 
vers of the Ancient Authors have thought fit to 
inform us, are a vaſt number of Serpents.

ments in it. Here you ſaw ſome that were An- 
cient, and gueſs d rightly, that it formerly be- 


long d to ſome Religious Hopſe. For in the 
Saxon Times at this Place was an Epiſcopal See, 
founded by St. Birinus, A. D. Dcxxxv. and up- 


on that Account it often occurrs in the Saxor 


Chronicle, and other Annals; but, upon the 
Tranſlation of it to Lincoln A. D. MLxxv. (by 


reaſon the City was then much diminiſhed) 


here was founded a Priory of Black Canons by 
Alexander, Biſhop of Lincoln, A. D. cxL, and 


the Parochial Church now ſtanding was the ve- 


ry Church belonging to the Priory, and for 
that reaſon bears even to this day the name 
of the Prebend Church *. Not many Years ſince 
I walk d over, with two or three Ingenious 
young Gentlemen, to Dorcheſter, on purpoſe to 
take a view of the Church, and the other Re- 
mains of Antiquity about that Place. But being 
then but of ſhort ſtanding in the Univerſity, 
and not knowing ſo well the uſe that might be 


took no Notes of the Obſervations I made. 1 
remember, however, that I took notice of ſe- 
veral Abbots buried in the Quire, with ſome 
Knights « and Eſquires; but whether the Image

his Memory, and notes likewiſe, that St. Biri-

What number of Churches were this Place 
in it's moſt flouriſhing State is uncertain; this 
we are ſure of, that even after the Conqueſt 
there were at leaſt four , three of which ſtood 
on the South and South-Weſt fide of the Ab- 
bey Church. And there is a tradition amongſt 
the Inhabitants to this day, that the Biſhop's 
Palace was at the North-Weſt End of the 
Town, where as yet appear Foundations of old 


—_ and there they keep Court. 
As this had been a Town of very great Note 
in the Saxon Times, before it was miſerably 
defaced by the Danes; ſo was it as conſiderable 
in the Times of the Reman, as we gather 3 from 
the Gold, Silver and Brafs Coins, which have

25 has been noted by Mr. B on nenen, nd fine! by De 
Gibſon in his excelent Edition of the Sexes Chronicle at the end, 
in the Rules for Interpretation of places, ſe CASTER. 
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both by Mr. Leland and Mr. Camden; but nei- 
ther of them have mentioned to what Emperors 
any of theſe Coins belongd.. Nor have I been 
ſo happy as to have ſcen any dug up here, by 
which I might gueſs at the time when tis moſt 
likely the Roman: built it. Dr. Plot, however, 
ſaw a good number, and tells us, that theſe 
as well as the other Roman Coins, which he 
had ſeen found in divers other Places of this 
Country, were moſt of them of the Emperors 
between Orecejus Nervs and nn II. e 
ſwely. IT 

From Dirchefter Nd not 90 directly to 
Oxford, but paſs'd to Abbmgton, where you ob- 
ſery d nothing more than what has been alrea- 
dy taken notice of in printed Authors. Ton 
exſpected to have met with ſome Manuſcript 
Papers relating to this Place; but, it ſeem, 
the Gentleman, who had them formeriy in his 
Cuſtody, has parted with them, and he inform- 
ed you, that ſome of them are loft; for which 
am ſomething concerned, becauſe I am very 
ſenſible, that in this Abbey were formerly di- 
vers Hiſtorical Manuſcripts, which contained a 
great many particulars, not taken notice of by 
thoſe who have written ex preſiũ of the Ri 
Hiſtory. But what T am cone rm d for moſt at 
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preſent is, that I am inclin d to think, that A 
certain Paſlage, | which I have met with in a 
Manuſcript” in the Bodlejan Library, containing 
ſome Collections of Mr. Leland, might be illu- 
ſtrated from ſuch Papers. He there tells: us, 
either from ſome Saxon Chronicle, or from 
Fobn Rowſe's Hiſtorical Collections, or elſe from 
ſome other valuable Book; ( for the Note being 
put in the Margin I cannot be poſitive from 
whom) that in the Year pcccxx1. was fought a 
great Battle between Egbert, King of the Weſt- 
Saxons, and Ceolwulph, King of Mercia, in a Place 
between. Abington and Oxford, called Cherrunhul, 

in which Ceolwulph was overthrown. A. D. Sar. 
uit grave bellum inter Egbertum regem Welt-Sa- 
xonum & Ceolwulphum regem Merciorum inter 
Abingdon & Oxford in loco qui Cheppenhul dice- 
tur, victore Egberto. This Fragment of our 
Exgliſb Hiſtory is very conſiderable, there being 
not one publiſn d Author, that I remember, 
that mentions any Battle to have happen d at 
this time between Abbington and Oxford.” Nor 
is there any Memorial, that I can learn, of any 
Flace being call d Cherrenhal, tho I believe twas 
ſomewhere about Foxcomb- Hill. The Saxon Chro- 
nicle; has nothing more under this Year, than

But then they tell us no other Cir- 
cumſtance; whereas if this Fragment be ge- 
nuine, (as I ſee no reaſon to queſtion it) we 
have a plain Proof, that Colmulpb was brought 
to great extremity by loſs of this Battle with 
Egbert; ſo that his ambitious Adverſary Ber- 
nulph might eaſily take an opportunity to de- 
throne and deſtroy him, in which I do not 
doubt, but he received no ſmall aſſiſtance from 
 Ceolwulfi s own Subjects, many of whom were 
willing enough to liſten to one, who made ſo- 
= n Proteſtation, that he would defend them 


King Egberts Forces, which accordingly 
he did for ſome time; but Egbert at laſt quite 


vanquiſh d him at Ellendun * » (ſuppoſed to'be 
Wilton in "Hampſhire by which the Ef- Angler, 
his inveterate Enemies, had an opportunity 
given them of murdering him.
